No e finite information came from the jury 
room. Justice Dowling spent the evening at 
the Manhattan cluand received reports from 
the courtroom there. When he was told by 
Capt. ‘William Ricketts at 11 o’clock there 
was no possibility of the jury agreting at that 
hour, the justice ordered the jury locked up. 
Outside of officials and newspaper men 
there was no great interest shown by those 
\ about the Criminal courts building. Police- 
men stood around, but they had little to do. 
A tew women, who had been looking over 
Chinatown, dropped in, but were sent away. 
The district attorney's office was kept open 
all evening. Ar. Littleton and Mr. O'Reilly 
were nearby. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw waited tn 
a room upstairs by the pen where Harry 
‘Thaw has been sitting while the jury delib- 
erated. ‘Before the defendant was taken 
back to the Tombs she kissed him good night. 
From meager reports that came from the 
jury room it seems almost a certainty’ the 
jury will disagree. Any application made 
by the defense for the release of Thaw will 
be vigorously opposed by the district attor- 
ney. It is the understanding now, if neces- 
sary, Thaw will be tried the third time. ‘Late 
tonight the district attorney was contemplat- 
ing a third trial, It is expected that Thaw’s 
relatives, in the event of a disagreement, will 
attempt to get him out on bail, but there 
seems to be no doubt. this will be fought by 
Mr. Jerome. 


Justice Dowling’s Charge. 

Justice Dowling today in charging the 
Jury on the law and the evidence impressed 
on the jurors their responsibility, telling 
them they should bear in mind that on their 
verdict depended the Mte or liberty of the 
prisoner. 

Tour verdict must not be influenced by 
any matter outside the record,” he said. 
Neither passion nor sympathy should eway 
you. You must not speculate or guess, but 
must: decide the issue solely on ‘your calm, 
dispassionate judgment as to the weight 
and meaning of the testimony. Nor are you 
concerned with the punishment which may 
follow a verdict of guilty. Your sole func- 
tion is to determine if any crime has been 

committed, its grade, and leave the question 
of penalty to those responsible for its impo- 
sition. 

“Burden of Proof on State.“ 

Justice Dowling told the jurors they should 
bear in mind that the prisoner 18 presumed to 
be innocent un the jury has been convinced 
beyond a dle doubt that he Is guilty, 
and that the burden of proof as to every ma- 
terial element rests upon the prosecution 
throughout. It is within the power of the 
jury to accept or reject the testimony of any 
witness, he said. “

The 
judge adds that in these matters ‘ the power 
of congress is ample, though as yet not 
fruitful in results.’ 

It is earnestly to be desired that either 
along the lines the judge indicates or in 
some other way equally efficacious the con- 
gress may exercise the power which he holds 
it possesses. 

Reforms All Connected. 


“Superficially may seem that the laws 
the passage of which I herein again advo- 
cate—for I have repeatedly adwocated them 
before—are not connected. Butin reality 
they are connected. 

Tach and every one of these laws, if en- 
acted, would represent part of the campaign 
against special privilege, part of the cam- 
paign to make the class of great property 
holders realize that property has its duties 
no less than its rights. 

“When the courts guarantee to the em- 
ployer, as they should, the rights of the em- 
ployer, and to property the rights of prop- 
erty, they should no less emphatically make 
it evident that they will exact from prop- 
erty and from the. employer the duties 
which should necessarily accompany these 
rights; and hitherto our laws have falled im 
precisely this point of e 8 the per- 
formance of duty by the of property 
toward the man who works for him. by the 
man of great wealth, especially if he uses 
that wealth in cerporate form, toward the 
investor, the wageworker and the general 
public.“

“TI do not know whether It is possible, but 
if possible it is certainly desirable, that in 
connection with measures to restrain stock 
watering and overcapitalization there should 
be measures taken to prevent at least the

commodities, such as making large sales of 
what men do not possess and p cornering * 
the market. 

“There is no moral difference between 
gambling at cards or in lotterfes or on the 
racetrack and gambling in the stock market. 
One method is just as pernicious to the body 
politic as the other in kind, and In degree the 
evil worked is far greater. But it is a far 
more difficult subject with which to deal. 

“The great bulk of the business transact- 
ed on the exchanges is not only legitimate 
but is necessary to the working of our mod- 
ern industrial system,. and ‘extreme care 
would have to be taken not to interfere with 
this business in doing away with the ‘ bucket 
shop’ type of operation. 

Moreover, there is a special difficulty in 
dealing .with this matter by the federal 
government in a federal republic Mke ours. 
But if it is possible to devise a4 way to deal 
with it the effort should be made, even if 
only in a cautious ahd tentative way. 

“It would seem that the federal govern- 
ment could at least act by forbidding the use 
of the mails, telegraph, and telephone wires 
for mere gambling in stocks and futures, 
just as it does in lottery transactions.”

“The attacks by these great corporations 
on the administration's actions have been 
‘given a wide circulation throughout the 
eountry, in the newspapers and otherwise, 
by those writers and speakers who, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, act as the rep- 
resentatives of predatory wealth—of the 
wealth accumulated on a giant scale by 
all forms of iniquity, ranging from the op- 
pression of wageworkers to unfair and un- 
wholesome methods of crushing out com- 
petition, and to defrauding the public by 
stock jobbing and the manipulation of securi- 
ties. { 

“Certain wealthy men of this stamp, 
whose conduct should be abhorrent. to 
every man of ordinarily decent conscience, 
and who commit the hideous wrong of teach- 
ing our young men that phenomena! business 
success must ordinarily be based on dis- 
honesty, have during the last few months 
made it apparent that they have banded 
together to work for a reaction. 

Their endeavor is to overthrow and dis- 
credit all who honestly administer the law, 
to prevent any additional legislation which 
would check and restrain them, and to se- 


straimt which will permit every unscrupu- 
lous wrongdoer to do what he wishes un- 
checked, provided he has enough, mchey. 

“The only way to counteract the move- 
ment in which these men are engaged is to 
make clear to the public just what they have 
done in the past and just what they are seek- 
ing to accomplish in the present.” 


Supervision to Stop Thievery. 


The president quotes length from the 
inaugural address of Gov. Fort of New Jer- 
sey on the necessity of governmental control 
of corporations in all their ramifications, to 
prevent thievery by men in high places. 

Under no circumstances,” the president 
resumes, ‘“‘ would we countenance attacks 
upon law abiding property, or do aught ex- 
cept condemn those who hold up rich men 
as being evil men because of their riches. 

“On the contrary, our whole effort is to 
insist upon conduct, and neither wealth, nor 
property, nor any other class distinction, as 
being the proper standard by which to judge 
the actions of men. 

Por the honest man of great wealth we 
have a hearty regard, just as we have a 
hearty regard for the honest politician and 
honest newspaper. 

“But part of tha movement to uphold 
honesty must be @ movement to frown on 
dishonesty. 

“We attack only the corrupt men of 
wealth, who find in the purchased politician 
the most effi t instrument of corruption, 
and in the purchased newspaper the most 
efficient defender of corruption. 


Fight Is Not on “Puppets.” 


“ Our main quarrel is not with these agents 
and representatives of the interests. They 
derive their chief power from the great sin- 
ister offenders who stand behind them. They 
are only puppets who move as the strings 
are pulled. It is not the puppets, but the 
strong, cunning men and the mighty forces 
working for evil behind and through the 
puppets, with whom we have to deal. 

„ Sweeping attacks upon all property, upon 
all men of means, without regard to whether 
they do well or ill, would ound the death 
knelt of the republic, and such attacks be- 
come inevitable if decent citizens permif 
those rich men whose lives are corrupt and 
evil to domineer in swollen pride, unchecked 
and unhindered, over the destinies of this 
country. 

Wo act in no vindictive spirit and we are 
no respecters of persons. If a labor union 
does wrong we oppose it as firmly as we 
oppose a corporation which does wrong; and 
we stand equally stoutly for the rights of 
the man of wean and for the rights of the 
wageworker. 

“There are ample material rewards for 
those who serve with fidelity the mammon 
of uprighteousness, but they are dearly paid 
for by the people who permit their repre- 
sentatives, whether in public life, in the press, 
or in the colleges where their young men 
are taught, to preach and to practice that 
there is one law for the rich and another for 
the poor.

Here the president belittles the plea of 
“innocent stockholder.”. He holds that a 
mam Who buys stock of a corporation infa- 
mous for its violation of law, deserves no 
sympathy. 

The men who clamor for “ protection for 
the innocent stockholder,”’ he says, are the 
first to protest againgt measures designed 
to stop unlawful practices by which the 
stockholders are injured. 

“The outcry against stopping dispractices 
among wrongdoers who happen to be weal- 
thy.“ the president says, is precisely simi- 
lar to the outcry raised agalust every effort 
for cleanliness and decency in city govern- 
ment, because, forsooth, it will hurt bus! 
ness.’ 

The same outcry is made against the de- 
partment of justice for prosecuting the 
heads of colossal corporations tnat has been 
made against the men who in San Francisco 
have prosecuted with impartial severity the 
wrongdoers among business men, public of- 
ficials, and labor leaders alike. 

“The principle is the same in the two 
cases, Just as the blackmailer and bribe 
giver stand on the same evil eminence of 
infamy, so the man ‘who makes an enor- 
mous fortune by corrupting legislatures and 
municipalities and fleecing his stockhold- 
ers and the public, stands on ihe same moral 
level with the creature who fattens on the 
blood money of the gambling house and the 
saloon. 

Moreover, in the last analysis, both kinds 
of corruption are far more intimately con- 
nected than would at first sight appear— 
the wrongdoing is at bottom the same, 


Pays to Hurt Some “Business.” 


“The ‘business’ which is hurt by the 
movement for honesty is the kind of business 
which, in the long run, it pays the country 
to have hurt 

It is the kind of husiness which has tend- 
ed to make the name high finance la term of 
scandal to which all honest American men 
of business should join in putting an end. 
The special pleaders for business dishonesty, 
in denouncing the present administration 
for enforcing the law against the huge and 
corrupt corporations which have defied the 
law, also denounce it for endeavoring to se- 
cure sadly needed labor legislation, such asa 
far reaching law making employers liable 
for injuries to their employés. 

It is meet and fit that the apologists for 
corrupt wealth should oppose every effort 
to relieve weak and helpless people from 
crushing misfortune brought upon them by 
injury in the business from which they gain 
a bare livelihood. The burden should be dis- 
tributed. 

It is hypocritical baseness to speak of a 
girl who works in a factory where the dan- 
gerous machinery is unprotected as having 
the ‘right’ freely to contract to expose her- 
self to dangers to life and limb. 

„She has no alternative but’ to suffer 
want or else to expose herself to such dan- 
gers, and when she loses a hand, or is other- 
wise maimed or disfigured for life, it 16 a 
moral wrong that the whole burden of the 
risk necessarily incidental to the business 
should be placed with crushing weight upon 
her weak shoulders and all who profit by her 
work escape scot free. 

“This is what opponents of a just employ- 
ers’ liability law advocate, and it is consist- 
ent, that they should usually also advocate 
immunity for those most dangerous members 
of the criminal clase—the criminals of great 
wealth.“ 


Flays Venal Judges. 


The judge who does his full duty well,“ 
gays the president, “* stands higher and ren- 
ders a better service to the people than any 
other public servant; he is enttiled to greater 
respect, and if he is a true servant of the 
people, if he is upright, wise, and fearless, 
he will umhesitatingly disregard even the 
wishes of the people if they conflict with the 
eternal principles of right as against wrong. 
He must serve the people, but he must serve 
his ow: conscience first. 

„All Leonor to such a judge, and all honor 
cannot be rendered him if it is rendered 
equally to his brethren who fall immeasura- 
bly below the high ideals for which he stands. 
Untruthful criticiam is wicked at all times, 
and whoever may be the object; but it isa 
peculiarly flagrant iniquity when the judge 
is the object. Noman should lightly critiajse 
a judge; no man should even in his own mind 
condemm a judge unless he is sure of the 
facts. If a judge is assailed for standing 
against popular folly. and above all for stand- 
ing against mob violence, all honorable men 
should rally instantly to his support. 

„Nevertheless, if he clearly fails te do hie 
duty by the public in dealing with lawbreak- 
ing corporations, lawbreaking men of wealth. 
he must expect to feel the weight of public 
opinion; and this is but right, for except in 
extreme cases this is the only way in whieh 
he can be reached at all. No servant of the 
people has a right to expect to be free from 
just and honest criticism.

He said he 
recognized the moral courage of Roosevelt 
in fighting against the opposition he has to 
contend with. Referring to the Wall street 
methods, Bryan said it would be a safe bet 
that after the president's message of today 
the financiers would see they could place 
no dependence on Roosevelt as a friend of the 
system. His statement on the president's 
message follows: 

“It is a brave message and needed at this 
time. All friends of reform wave reason to 
rejoice that the president has used his high 
position to call attention to the wrongs that 
need to be remedied. He has discovered the 
running sore in our national life. He has 
pointed out the corrupting influences that 
flow from predatory wealth and from the 
monopolistic enterprises which have given 
unearned riches to the few who, by control- 
ling the great industries of the nation, have 
levied tribute upon the whole country. 

“Its warnings are entirely tn harmony 
with the warnings which democrats have 
been sending out for more than a decade, and 
I hope that the democrats in the senate and 
the house will promptly challenge the issues 
that have been presented by the president. 

There ought to be enough Rocsevelt re- 
publicans in the two houses to join with the 
democrats and insure some remeaial degis- 
lation at this session. If there be none, the 
public ought know it, so that when the 
next republican national convertion in- 
dorses the present administration tre hypoc- 
risy of the indorsement will be understood. 

“The president has discussed the relative 
spheres of the state and of the nation. I 
hope that, in the measure which may be in- 
| troduced in response to this appeal, there 
ill be no attempt to take from the states 
any power that they now have. A 
The democrats are in favor of the fullest 
employment of the power vested in congress, 
but they want national remedy added to the 
state remedies and not substituted for them. 
If the president's republican friends will join 
with the democrats in devising legislation 
which will be effective and yet within the 
recognized constitutional power of congress, 
great good may be accomplished before con- 
gress adjourns. 

és‘ The president has issued a call to arms. 
Now let the battle begin and we shall soon be 
able to pick out the purchased newspapers 
and the purchased legislators described by 
the president, but not specifically named.”

Syracuse University Chancellor Comes 
Out in Bitter Statement Defending

Syracuse, N. T., Jan. 31.—Chancellor James 
R. Day of Syracuse university, discussing 
President Roosevelt’s message, said: 

Ot the president’s message, if I am en- 
tirely honest and frank, I am compelled to 
say that much of it reads like the ravings of 
a disordered mind, and other portions, in 
which appeal is made to class prejudice and 
excitement, is large with the suggestion of the 
adroit and cunning, the shrewd but reckless 
démagogue. 

“The whole message is his familiar rant 
ing against what he calls criminal wealth,’ 
and it proceeds upon the slanderous assump- 
tion that so great a per cent of the corporate 
business of this country is so corrupt as to 


| demand special messages to congress, popu- 


lar harangues by the president, and the entire 
time, ability, and effort of congress in a 
volume of corrective legislation such as the 
world has never seen. 

“It is wrong, a great wickedness, for the 
Standard Oil company to defend itself, but 
there is no impropriety in the president's 
assailing this corporation by name and de- 
faming it and slandering it with all the en- 
venomed influence of his great office, while 
its. cause is still undecided in the higher 
courts. The ‘square deal’ has so long been 
a farce that this inconsistency seems to have 
escaped Mr. Roosevelt's ethical standard, of 
which he makes so much.

CUYAHOGA BOARD RECOGNIZES 
FORAKER-DICK PRIMARY CALL. 


Action Means Two Delegations and the 
State Conventions May Have to Settle 
Fracas. 


Cleveland. O., Jan. 31.—The board of elec- 
tions of Cuyahoga county today voted to 
recognize the Foraker-Dick faction’s call for 
a republican primary election. The board 
declared its belief that the Roosevelt 
committee did not represent the party and 
declared that the term for which the Baker- 
Rodway, or Taft, committee was elected had 
long since expired. 

Secretary Haas was directed by the beard 
to proceed with the holding of primaries 
under the call of the Harvey, or Foraker, 
committee. This call is radically different 
from the others and provides for no county 
convention. 

The decision of the elections board means, 
it is said, that the local fight will have to be 
settled by the secretary of state, or in case 
he declines to take jurisdiction in the matter 
the state convention will in all probabikty 
have to take final action by the recognition 
of which ever delegation it sees fit. 

The Baker-Rodway, or Taft, committee 
will hold primaries of its own. Thus two 
sets of republican primaries will be held on 
Feb. 11. The Taft people were not represent- 
ed at the hearing. 


Indiana for Fairbanks. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 31.—[{Special. ]—Con- 
ventions were held in many counties of the 
state today to select delegates to the district 
conventions, which will, in turn, name dele- 
egates to the national republican conven- 
tion. Reports received tonight leave no 
doubt that the delegates’ slate, as arranged 
by party managers, will be chosen in every 
district, and that it will be gclidly for Fair- 
banks. 

There has been considerable speculation as 
to the second choice of the delegates should 
Fairbanks drop out before the ‘inal ballot, 
and Hughes’ friends assert that a majority 
would vote for him. 

Taft people scout this and say it would be 
impossible for Fairbanks’ managers to get a 
delegation out of which Taft would not get 
50 per cent of the votes on second choice.

power, but they are not evils of federal con- 
cern, although they may be-widespread. ~ 

On the other hand, it cannot be regarded 
as a policy of unwise centralization that, 
wherever there is a serious evil demanding 
governmenial correction which afflicts inter- 
state commence and hence js beyond the con- 
trol of the state, the power of congress should 
unhesitatingly be exercised. 


Nation Has Right in Commerce.

It has left her a blank to all that 
has happened subsequent to the shooting.”

Money Extorted in Oalifornia. 

Like a serpent the young man cunningly 
made his way to Los Angeles and confronted 
her. She yiejded again, but Mrs. Martin said: 

Tou are a dog, Guerin. If Mike hears 
of this he will blow your head off.’ 

„It won't. be my head,’ he replied. ‘If 
she tells I will blow her head off.”

Husband Becomes Suspicious.

In- 
a moment of supreme strength, with death 
in front of her, she seized the weapon he had 
taken from his desk and pointed at her and 
forced it back toward his own body.” 


Mrs. Belmont Aids Defense.

HEADS CLAIM IT SOLVENT. 


Two Slander Suits Expected Against 
Big Institutions. 


New Tork. Jan. 31.—{Special.J—With a 
debit account of $930,000 to meet at the clear- 
ing house today, and with 1 of de- 
positors waiting to draw out their money, 
the directors of the Oriental bank de- 
eided not to open for business this morn- 
ing. This is the fourth bank in New York 
to close its doors this week. 

It was the big account against the bank 
in the clearing house that led to the action 
of the directors, Thursday morning. they 
had a debit account of $130,00@rwhich they 
met. When director® found out that the 
débit account today was nearly $1,000,000 
and saw depositors trying to draw out their 
money by checks through other banks, they 


make good such checks would be decided in- 
justice to other depositors. 

It was apparent that the $1,000,000 which 
had been promised on condition the directors 
become personally responsible for their pro- 
portionate share would be wiped out quickly 
and much more would be needed to get 
through the day. 


Declare Bank Is Solvent. 


President Hugh Kelly did not attend the 
meeting of directors today. The directors 
were not long in passing the resolution not to 
open the bank, and this statement explaining 
their action was given out! 

The directors of the Oriential bank re- 
gret the disquietude of depogitors of an ab- 
solutely solvent institution whose book value 
today is about $200 per share. They trust 
that the near future may disclose the means 
of resuming business on a satisfactory basts. 

There was a line of a hundréd depositors in 
front of the bank at Broadway and John 
street and over 200 at the branch at Grand 
street and the Bowery when the notice was 
posted that the bank would not open. Some 
of those in front of the Broadway building 
had been waiting since 2 in the morning. 

Bank Examinér G. S. Leonard was placed 
in charge of the bank by Supt. Williams and 
began an examination immediately. He said 
it might take a week, The state banking de- 
partment is busy these days and is short of 
men. One of the examiners said they ex- 
pected to find the Oriental “clean as a 
whistle.” 

No doubt was expressed today that the de- 
positors would be paid in full. The bank 
when it closed had $275,000 In state funds. 
The individual deposits were about $2,500,000. 


Prepare for Slander Suits. 

‘Two of the smaller banks of the city have 
turned over to lawyers affidavits which are 
expected to form the basia of slander suits 
against other banks, or at least the officers 
of other banks. One of the banks which may 
be a defendant is one of the largest institu- 
tions in the clearing house, the aggrieved in- 
stitution in this case being a small national 
bank in lower Broadway. The other ag- 
grieved institution is a bank in the Bronx, 
which insists that an officer in the Harlem 
bank is responsible for the run upon it. 

The cause of complaint fs similar in both 
cases. It is alleged that the officers com- 
plained of gave utterance to .expressions 
refiecting on the credit of the complainants 
and causing withdrawals of deposits. from 
them.

NO CUT IN IRON AND STERIL 


Manufacturers Make Agreement 
Not to Reduce Their Prices. 


GARY ISSUES A STATEMENT. 


* 4

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Predicts All Mills and Furnaces Will 
* Soon Be Working. 


New York, Jan. 31.—That no necessity ex- 
ists for a reduction in the prices of iron and 
steel and that none will be made was the gen- 
eral understanding arrived at by the repre- 
sentative manufacturers of pig iron, iron 
and steel at a meeting in this city yesterday. 
N agreement for the maintenance of prices 
was made or suggested. This understanding 
is the substance of what took place at the 
conference of seventy-five manufacturers 
and purchasers of steel, as given out tonight 
by E. H. Gary, chairman of the U apes States 
Steel corporation. 

The statement says: 

Brief addresses were made by practically 
every one present, including J. P. Morgan, 
and without exception the opinion was voiced 
that prevailing prices are fully justified and 
sheuld not be changed. While an agree- 
ments for the maintenance of prices were 
made or suggested, it was the expressed be- 
lief of all that such maintenance would re- 
sult in benefit to the manufacturers, to their 
customers, to the employés, and to business 
interests generally; that stability of prices, if 
and when reasonable, is desirable; that vio- 
lent fluctuations, resulting’ in abnormally 
high prices when the demand exceeds the 
Supply, and unreasonably low prices when 
the reverse is true, are to be deplored. 

It also was remarked that the present 
disposition to assist one another by the 
friendly interchange of views rather than a 
resort to unreasonable and destructive com- 
petition, which would ultimately result in 
the application of the law of the survival of 
the fittest, is in accordance with the present 
state of public sentiment. 

The meeting afforded a striking illustra- 
tion of the fact that there can be active, 
sharp conipetition in business without neces- 
sitafing an unfriendly and bitter warfare 
that in the end must be injurious to the man- 
utacturers the purchasing public, and to 
the hundreds of thousands of employés who 
are dependent upon the success of their em- 
ployers for work at fair wages. 

** As to the future, opinions were, without 
exception, conservatively optimistic. That 
the wealth and wonderful resources and re- 
cuperative powers of the country will before 
long bring a restoration of business that will 
employ all the furnaces and mills to their 
full capacity is the expectation of the leaders 
in the iron and steel industry.“

The sum and 
substance of the charge against md is that 
I have recommended, as students worthy of 
receiving regular students’ tickets at a lower 
rate than accorded the public generally, 
students more than 18 years old. I havedone 
this, as have many others, and my recom- 
mendations have been favorably acted on 
by the railroad company. The company 
would not issue such tickets without satis- 
factory evidence that the persons receiving 
them were students. 

I believe I have violated no flaw of this 
commonwealth in supplying that evidence. 


DR. JAMESON QUITS OFFICES. 


Raider’s Party Defeated, He Resigns as 
Premier and Secretary of Cape

CAPETOWN, Cape Colony. Jan. 31.—Dr. 
Leander Starr Jameson, premier secretary 
for native affairs of Cape Colony, has re- 
signed. He assumed these offices in Febru- 
ary, 1904. The resignation of Dr. Jameson 
comes as a result of the defeat of his party 
in the Cape Colony parliamentary elections.

Possession bay only a few miles west of 
Cape Possession, and about five miles from 
the entrance to the first narrows. It affords 
good anchorage, and it is thought here that 
Admiral Evans decided to anchor the fleet 
for the night rather than take any risk in 
navigating the first and second narrows be- 
tween Possession bay and Punta Arenas. 


Ships Made Good Time. 

The fleet made a particularly good run 
from io Janeiro to Cape Virgins. The 
distance is 2,230 nautical miles, and it was 
covered in approximately eight days and 
eight hours. This is at the rate of 11.15 
knots an hour, or 287 knots,a day. The run 
from Port-of-Spain to Rio Mnelro was made 
dy the fleet at approximately 207 knots a 
day. 

The first hundred miles of the strait are 
comparatively uninteresting. Throughout 
this stretch the depth of the water rarely 
excceds 200 feet, there are many banks and 
shoals, and the tidal streams are rapid. the 
tide rising from thirty-six to forty-four feet. 
In approaching the Strait of Magellan from 
the eastward Cape Virgins usually is the first 
land seen. It is a white cliff, 135 feet high, 
on which there is a lighthouse and several 
dwellings. 

The channel of the first narrows is ten miles 
long and two miles wide, with steep, cliff- 
like shores, and an average depth of 24) 
feet. Philip bay comprises the whole of the 
south shore between the first and second 
narrows, and contains several good anchor- 
ages. The second narrows, twenty miles 
southwest from the first narrows, are about 
twelve miles long and from four to six 
miles wide. 


| 
From the second narrows to Punta Arenas 


two routes are avatlable for large vessels. 
One is the Queen channel, so named by Kir 
Francis Drake, close to the east side of 
Elizabeth island, and lying about seven 
miles southwest of the second narrows. The 
other is the new channel, eastward of Santa 
Marta and Magdalena islands. A short dis- 
tance from Elizabeth island Hes Punta 
Arenas, on the west side of the strait, which 
here runs north and south. 


Warm Weather There. 

In clear weather from the second narrows 
the high mountains on Dawson island and 
Mount San Felipe can be seen to the south- 
ward. The view presented by these moun- 
tains from Punta Arenas is magnificent. 

When Punta Arenas has been reached and 
the ships of Rear Admiral Evans’ fleet anchor 
off the port the officers and men will have 
the best time of the year in which to see the 
town and country thereabouts. The warm- 
est weather at Punta Arenas is in December, 
January, and February, when the mean 
temperature is about 84 degrees and the 
days are long. \ ™

This 
concern has been on his trail since October 
last. 


Woman Formerly a Belle.

Their relations were 
of the happiest, until their telephone got out 
of order last May and Masters was sent to 
repair it. Mrs. Barrett fell in love with the 
man and soon after he was installed as a 
roomer at the house. 


Husband Long Uneuspecting. 
Masters was 2 - while there was 

no occasion for Ba t having a telephone 

repairman in his home, he was not the least 


‘suspicious until September. Then, it is said, 


he accused his wife of being unduly friendly 
with Masters, and she did not deny it. Bar- 
rett did his best to persuade her against the 
attentions of Masters, but his pleadings were 
of no avail, and husband and father was 
practically driven away from home. 
Masters income as phone repairer was 
insufficient to keep up the establishment, and 
on Sept. 2 he got the Rosenheim Market 
House company, 1876 Evanston avenue, to 
cash a $75 check drawn to his order by J. E. 
Hoyt on the First National bank of Mason 
City, Ill. It learned later that the Mason 
City bank had been out of business for eight 
years.

EXPERTS THINK HIM INSANE 


Eldest Daughter Blames Her Step- 
mother for Domestic Tragedy. 


he had shot ay in the hospital yesterday 
morning unconscious but writhing and moan- 
ing in pain, William Meutsch sat in his cell 
in the Attrill street police station reading a 
hewspaper, grumbling at fate and cursing 
his wife. One of the Victims of his cruel 
deed, Jennie 4 years old., into whose body he 
firéd two shots, died at the hospital. William, 
2 years old, was alive at a late hour last 
night, but his death was expected. 

Mary Meutsch, the 18 year old daughter, 
who could not be found Thursday night, came 
from her boarding house at 672 West Twenty- 
first street to her work at the hat factory 
where she is employed without hearing of the 
murders. 

As she went up in the elevator with a com- 
panion, the elevator man said to them: 
„Have you seen the paper this morning?” 
“No,” said the girls. 

“Well, lock at that,” he replied, and as 
Mary saw the headlines she fell in a faint. 


Girl Blames Her Stepmother. 


As soon as she recovered she went to the 
Attrill stréet station. She told Capt. Hard- 
ing her stepmother often nagged her father 
until he would offer her a sharp butcher 
knife with the remark: " For heaven's sake, 
kill me with this, and let 4ne have it over 
with. Don't kill me by inches.” She said she 
left her home because of her quarrels with 
her stepmother. 

An inquest was begun in the afternoon, 
but was continued until next Tuesday on 
account of the absence of witnesses and be- 
cause of the condition of the’child still in 
the hospital 

William Schweizer, 106 East Twenty- 
fourth place, a nephew of Meutsch, and Mrs, 
Martha Meutsch, 8815 State street, a sister- 
in-law of Meutsch, identified the bodies of 
Gertrude and Jennie and gave some testi- 
mony concerning the bad feeling between 
Meutsch and his wife. Mra. Meutsch Was 
still prostrated and unable to leave her bed. 


Examined by Insanity Experts. 

Dr. Harold N. Moyer a Dr. William O 
Krohn made a superficial examination of 
Meutsch. Their opinion was that he is in- 
sane, but a more complete examination will 
be made tomorrow. 

Meutsch broke into a hysterical fit of weep- 
ing at the close of the inquest when he was 
refused permission to see the bodies of his 
childrem in an adjoining room. This was the 
first time that he seemed to show any inter- 
eat in them. 

He was visited during the morning by Miss 
Poull, probation officer of the Juvenile court, 
who has been brought in touch with the fam- 
ily several times in the last few years. 

„As far as I know Meutsch always treated 
the children kindly,’ she said, “and it 
seems to me that the quarrels in the family 
were due to his objection to the mother’s 


neglect of them.”

North Side Saloonkeeper Pays 
Vainly fer Mortgage Release.

IMPORTANT, BOOK 18 


Insolvent Banker Said to Have Asked 
Witness to Stay Away. 


GONE. 


The examination of Afchie C. Tisdelle, 
owner of the defunct private ‘bank at 94 La 
Salle street, before Referee in Bankruptcy 
Eastman yesterday afternoon diaclosed the 
fact that not only depositors will suffer from 
the failure of the bank, but many patrons 
who had placed trust deeds and trusteeships 
with Tisdelle. 

One of those who declare they have been 
swindled by the private banker is John F. 
O'Malley, 320 East Superior street, the north 
side levee Gemocratic boss and saloonkeeper. 

“Mr. O'Malley paid Tisdelle $2,000 nearly 
two years ago to release a mortgage on his 
Superior street property.“ said Attorney 
James Rosenthal. Ihe mortgage never has 
been released, and as far as this investiga- 
tion shows, has been disposed of by Tis- 
delle. O'Malley went to Tisdelie some twen- 
ty times trying to straighten the matter 
out. All he has is a receipt for the $2,000.” 

This was but one of half a dozen such in- 
stances with which the attorneys for the re- 
ceiver confronted Tisdeller 

Mortgage Register Is Missing. 

When an inventory of the books was made 
it was discovered that the mortgage register 
had mysteriously disappeared. Attorney Ro- 
senthal checked the book’s disappearance up 
to Mr. Tisdelle, who denied that he was re- 
spongible. | 

“I gave it to Cashier Root with the rest of 
the books this morning. said Tisdelle. 

What did. you do with the ae asked 
Attorney Rosenthal ot Mr. R 

“TI gave it to Frank Gard “ * said Root, 
“Mr. Gardner went out a few minutes and 

en he came back the book was gone.“ 

Mr. Tisdelle, the suspicion points strongly 
towards you. Do you know what became of 
that mortgage book? 

“No, air, I do not,” replied the banker 
meekly. 

Attorney Francis Houlihan, for the re- 
ceiver, said the assets of the bank as far as 
discovered are about $12,000. In spite of this 
Banker Tisdelle said: 

I think the assets I left in the vault would 
pay out 100 cents on the dollar.” 

Startling Testimony by Lawyer. 

Reference was made to the trust deed of 
Jula and Michael Kelly, which was secured 
by $10,000 in gold bonds. Tisdelle denied 
that he had sold any of these bonds, but 
O. C. Petersom 159 La Salle street, an at- 
torney, went on the witness stand and said: 

„ Tisdelle sold one of those gold bonds to 
@ client of mine. When Tisdelle saw me 
here today, he told me to stay away from the 
court room and he would make it right with 
me.” 

Tisdelle denied that he had made such a 
statement. 

Referee Eastman as well as the attorneys 
tried their best to dig up some trace of ‘a 
bundle of mortgages, that Tisdelle said 
were among the papers he left in the vauit.

TAFT RECEIVES: MAJORITY VOTE.

rated, and particularly when it was being 
pushed most vigorously early in the fall, his 
managers found, that a greatgnany, persons 
who were otherwise for Taft were solid in 
the belief that President Roosevelt couli 
be forced to accept the renomination, ani 
that he would be triumphahtly elected. 


Gainer by Rodsevelt Withdrawal. 

It was the Taft managers more than any 
one else who wanted an expression of opin- 
lon from the president, so they could get 
out in the open and do work. Then, toward 
the beginning of the new year, the presidént 
gave out a new statement declaring himself 
against a third term in principle, and reiter- 


accept the renomination. 

The influence of this is reflected in the 
test vote- in the Taft column. Between 
Au t and January Hughes has been prac- 
t y stationary so far as these voters are 
7 Br The results show a fractional de- 
cline, but approximately he has stood still. 
So, too, has Roosevelt. The enthusiasts 
have voted for him for first choice in about 
the same proportion in both tests. On a per- 
centage basis La Follette, Cafinon, and 
‘Knox have not changed thetr relative post- 
tion in the five months which have elapsed 
between the first and second tests, and Fair- 
banks has lost Kalf of his relative following. 
Taft alone shows a heavy gain, and this is 
the significance of the two tests. 

According to figures presented, Taft is men- 
tioned 1,167 times for second choice, or 27 
per cent of the total. A personal examina- 
tion of the ballot shows that a good many of 
these second choices come from voters who 
record themeelves for: Roosevelt for first 
choice. If. tg* president could be finally 
eliminated, it seems likely these would be 
added to the Taft column for first choice. 
Judging from a running examination of the 
ballots themselves. Taft would get 500 of 
them, about 150 would go to Hughes, and 
the rest would be scattered. 


Want Taft-Hughes Ticket. 

If this be true the result is to define Taft's 
leadership still more certainly, while at the 
same time ft accentuates Hughes as second 
énoice. The New York governor now has 41 
per cent of the second choice total. With the 
Roosevelt ballots readjusted he probably 
would have over half of all the second 
choices. This would produce a result by 
which Taft would be indicated overwhelm- 
ingly for first choice and Hughes also over- 
whelmingly for second choice. 

The inevitable inference would be the result 
of embodying Taft and Hughes on one ticket, 
and this is clearly what was in the minds of 
a great many voters in this test, as I have 
verified by personal ihspection of the ballots 
now in my possession. 

Everywhere except in the favorite son 
states the Taft lead is pronounced. He alone 
of any of the candidate’ has succeeded in 
getting a larger vote outside his state than 
in it. There is a nationalism in the votes for 
Taft and Hughes which is not fully expressed 
in the case of other candidates whose repre- 
sentation is invariably small except in their 
own states. 

Minnesota Leads the Column. 

Taking the head of the Taft column out 
ot a tota! of 3.164 it is found that the first 
ten are recorded as follows: Minnesota, 206; 
Michigan, 197; Ohio, 179; California, 118; 
Washington, 107; Missouri, 100; Wisconsin, 
90: Massachusetts, 99; Iowa, 98; and New 
Hampshire, 92. From this it will be seen 
that the Taft strength is not at all in the 
south, where the administration controls 
the political organization, but is mostly 
rampant in the strongly republican states of 
the north. 

There is another feature in the Taft move- 
ment as recorded in the test ballot which 
will be a source of. delight to his friends. 
That is the facility with which he has gained 
votes in the states which have favorite sons. 
In each case he, follows the local candidate 
sharply and has strength which no other 
candidate develops away from home. 

For instance, New York gives Hughes 171. 
Taft 58, Roosevelt 19, Cannon 6, Fairbanks 
8, Foraker 5, Root 2, and La Follette and 
Cértelyou none. Pennsylvania gives Knox 
200, Taft 88, Roosevelt 87, Hughes 23, Can- 
non. 2, La Follette 2, Foraker 8, Root 2, and 
Fairbanks, Cortelyou, and Cummins blanks. 


Result in Illinois. 

In Tilinois Uncle Joe Cannon gets 125 votes, 
Taft eighty-five, Roosevelt forty-five, Hughes 
twenty-three, La Follette nine, Knox one, 
Fairbanks two, Root and Cortelyou each one, 
Foraker and Cunimins none. The same story 
i told th Indiane. There the vice president 
is credited with 108 votes, but Taft gets thir- 
“ty, Roosevelt four, Hughes two, Cannon one, 
Foraker two, and the rest nothing at all. 

In Wisconsin things are still more signifi- 
cant, there being 144 votes for La Follette, 
ninety-nine for Taft, twenty-one for Hughes,

PUBLIC PRINTING PROBE PLEA. 


Congressional Inquiry Asked After 
Charge That Audit System Sold 
Supplies to the Government Office. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—Representa- 
tive Carey of Wisconsin introduced a resolu- 
tion in the house today asking the speaker 
to appoint a committee of five to investigate 
the management of the government printing 
office. 

This action resuited from inquiry into the 
charge that the audit system of New York 
City, employed in the publie printing office, 
has been selling supplies to theo , both 
as a bidder and without competition. Repre- 
sentative Landis, head of a subcommittee of 
the joint congressional committee on print- 
ing, learned, he said, that the Suffolk Dis- 
tributing company was identical with the 
audit system and held up the award of con- 
tract of all items in which the concern was a 
bidder. 

Public Printer Stillings sald the matter 
had not looked improper to him. 

The subcommittee will go farther into the 
affair in a meeting tomorrow at which the 
president of the Suffolk Distributing com- 
pany has been asked to appear.

MIDDAY CLUB 100 EXCLUSIVE 


Building Commissioner Says It 
Breaks Building Ordinance. 


ORDERS AN EXIT STAIRWAY. 


Members Object Because Same Would 
Also Furnish Eutranee. 


The Midday club, on the top fioor of the 
First National Bank building, where bust- 
ness men gather at noom, and Buiiding Com- 
missioner Downey are in controversy. Up 
to date the commissioner seems to have a 
trifle the best of it. 

It is all over a stairway which, under the 
building ordinances, ought to run from the 
sixteenth to the seventeenth floor, but does 
not. The commissioner says it must be put 
in, and has issued a peremptory order on the 
owners of the building to do it.

The stairway is at the west end of the big 
building, and runs from the ground to the 
sixteenth floor in perfect compliance with 
the ordinances There it stops. The club- 
rooms are on the seventeenth floor, and to 
extend the stairway one flight farthæ would 
not only encroach on the spacious entrance 
hall to the club but would allow any curious 
outsider to climb the stairs and enter this 
spacious entrance fall. Now the only access 
is by the elevators, where a watch can De 
kept on intruders. 

This is why the clut objects to the order, 
but the commissioner insists that if a fire 
panic oceurred any time there Was a crowd 
in the club the elevators could not take care 
of the peop

UNIVERSAL TRANSFERS. 

The Chicago Railways company having 
accepted its ordinance; the provisions re- 
lating to universal transfers become oper- 
ative. In a day or two conductors none 
be handing them out. 

In order that there may be no wran- 
gling with conductors and no letters of 
complaint to the papers, the public should 
‘understand clearly the limitations attach- 
ing to the transfers, limitations which in 
some cases will make them of little value, 

It will be possible now for a perten to 
go from the extreme south side to the ex- 
| treme north side for one fare, but he will 
not be able to proceed by the directest 
route. The obligation to give a transfer 
does net apply fo any connecting point on 
the south side north of Twelfth street. 
The passenger coming up on Wabash ave- 
nue will have to take a Chicago Railways 
car at Twelfth street, go over on the west 
side, where he can transfer again and 
get over on the north side. He will save 
5 cents, but he may lose considerable 
time. 

A man who takes a Larrabee street 
car intending to go far down on the south 
side must not imagine that he can step 
across Washington street and transfer to 
a Wentworth avenue car. He has to get 
over on the west side before crossing the 
river and finally take a south side car at 
Twelfth street. Probably he will prefer 
to pay another nickel and escape the 
necessity of following a circuitous route, 

But these drawbacks will largely disap- 
pear after the through routes between the 
north and south sides shall have been es- 
tablished. Two of them are impossible 
because they contemplate the use of the 
La Salle street tunnel. Others are not 
available if the largest south side cars 
fave used. But smaller cars will answer 
until the obstructions shall have been re- 
moved. The people would rather have 
the smaller cars and a continuous trip 
than to travel around Robin Hood's barn, 

The universal transfers will be of great 
and immediate value as regards travel 
between the south and west sides. The 
conductors ought to be handing em out 
today. The companies have had time 
enough to prepare them, and ought not 
to deprive the public for a single day of 
a right which they have acquired under 
the traction ordinances. 


THE ADULT PAROLE BILL. 

The lower house at Springfield ap- 
parently little sympathy with the 
parole plan. The senate bas passed a bill 
along the lines of the work of Municipal 
Judge Cleiand. The house has 80 altered 
and amended it as to make the measure 
of little value when compared with the 
original ideals of those who have advo- 
eated this method as a desirable one in 
connection with attempts to help first of- 
fenders get a new start. If the house 
amendments prevail the man who commits 
larceny, embezzlement, or burglary may 
have his sentence suspended. But ‘those 
who offend because of drunkenness Will 
be barred from special provisions desigued 
for that class of citizens. 

The principal objection to the measure 
appears to come from the saloonkeepers, 
who see too much temperance in it. They 
found occasion for discdntent. with the 
practicé of the judge mentioned, who put 
an offender’ under a heavy fine and then 
suspended it as long as the individual re- 
frained from drinking intoxicating liquor. 
This was counted ah undue restriction of 
personal liberty. The spreading of tem- 
peramre principles through the medium of 
tN court was strongly disapproved. 

The limitations put upon the parole 
plan by the legislatnre will be regretted 
by that large company of citizens who 
have desired to see it given a fair trial in 
attempts to reclaim those whose offenses 
have been comparatively slight. The the- 
ory has been warmly approved by the 
great majority of those who have been 
studying to improve the way in which of- 
fenses against the laws are handled. To 
exempt from the prov‘sions of a parole 
law all those who commit misdemeanors 
means defeat to those who have support- 
ed the experiment tried in Chicago in re- 
‘cent months, 

The senate should not yield to the house 
in this matter. It should stand up for its 
own bill. That may mean its defeat. 
Then let it be beaten. The house in the 
next general assembly will have a differ- 
ent and a better membership and will 
enact salutary legislation which does not 
appeal to this house, 


PATRONAGE VERSUS ECONOMY. 

Congress is more concerned about pa- 
tronage than it is about currency legisla- 
tion. The thirteenth decennial census is 
to be taken two years hence and prelim- 
mary arrangements have to be made. The 
services of 4,000 extra cierks will be re- 
quired, and congressmen bail with delight 
an opportunity to get places for many 
constituents. That will help them in 
their districts.

The Meftherskis rank along with the 
Troubetskois, the Narischkines, the Gaga- 
rines, and the Galatzins among those great 
houses of the Russian nobility which claim 
descent from Rurik, and from among whom 
Michael Romanoff was elected to the Mus- 
covite crown. At the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth century these Russian Boyars as- 
sembled for the purpose of electing one of 
their number &s czar. 

Dmitri Troubetskol, the general to whom 
more than to any one else the repulse of the 
Polish invasiom had been due, was their first 
choice. It was only after he had declined 
the honor that on his nomination Michael 
Romanoff, the founder of the now sovereign 
house of Romanoff, was elevated in his stead. 

If Emperor Alexander IIL had been per- 
mitted to have his Way he would have mar- 
ried Princess Marie Metcherski, to whom he 
Was engaged before becoming czarowitch 
through the death of his elder brother, Nich- 
Olas. She was compelled to marry Paul 
Paulovitch Demidoff, and died shortly after 
giving birth to her son, the present Prince 
Klim Demidoff of San Donato. It was owing 
to this romance in his life that Alexander 
III. displayed so much paterndl kindness 
and solicitude to Elim Demildoff, and it was 
thanks to this that her brother, Prince 
Metcherski, 
ander’s reign such an extraordinary amount 
of latitude in connection with his paper, the 
Grajdanine (Citizen), which fulfilled in Rus- 
sia much the same role as Henry Labou- 
chere's Truth in London, with this differ- 
ence, that whereas Truth is extremely rad- 
ical in its political opinions and utterances 
the Grajdanine championed above every- 
thing else Muscovite autocracy and con- 
servatism. 


— 

This Prince Metcherski played a but little 
known role, and a far more important one 
than that credited tothe late chief procurator 
of the holy synod, Pobiedonostzeff, in per- 
suading Alexander III. on his accession to 
withhold the grant of the constitution to 
which his father, Alexander II., was about 
to affix his signature when murdered by the 
nihilists. Om the night following the assas- 
sination Alexander III., after closing his 
father’s eyes, had driven back from the win- 
ter palace to his home in the Anitchkoff 
palace in a close carriage, supporting in his 
arms his wife, half out of her mind with 
terror and horror at the spectacle which she 
had just witnessed—the whole lower portion 
of the body of her father-in-law had been 
blown to pieces by the fatal bomb, 

Before Alexander had been long at his 

palace he was,rejoined by Gen. Loris Me- 
kot and Gen. Miljutin, besides others of 
his father’s ministers, who urged upon him 
to at once formulate the constitution which 
the murdered emperor was to have signed. 

The entire evening and part of the night he 
spent alone, walking up and down in his li- 
brary, occasionally sitting down, harassed 
with doubt as to what course to adopt. 
There seemed to be no one to whom he could 
turn for disinterested advice; no one who did 
not seem to have lost his head, and if ever 
he yearned for a friend with whom he could 
hold counsel, to whom he could apply for 
advice, it was at that moment when the 
ground seemed to be trembling under his 
feet. 

— 

It was near 1 oOelock in the morning when 
he was startled by a noise in the anterbom, 
and walking to the door and opening it he 
found himself face to face with a man ar- 
rayed in the gold embroidered untform of a 
chamberlain, in whom he recognized Prince 
Metcherski. Much astonished, the emperor 
allowed him to enter the library, whereupon 
Metcherski fell on his knees at the czar’s 
feet and passionately exclaimed: “* Lord and 
emperor, in the autocracy of the czar lies 
the whole strength of Russia as well as its 
development and progress. It is upon this 
that her entire future rests.“ 

Then rising he addressed Alexander at con- 
siderable length with such vehemence and 
force that he actually fel] back into the old 
Muscovite way of addressing his majesty 
at thou.“ He spoke of the loyalty to the 
throne of the old Boyar families, of the old 
territorial aristocracy as constituting the 
foundation of the traditional autocracy of the 
ruler. He declared that Russia and the czar 
would only then be lost when the latter 
ceased to have confidence in himself; when 
he surrendered his inherited powers, and that 
the maintenance of this principle of au- 
tocracy was longed for by every true and 
patriotic Russian. Alexander listened 
throughout with the utmost attention. He 
had found what he wanted—a man who re- 
flected his own ideas, and who gave them 
consistence; that, too, with energy and dis- 
interestedness. He thanked Metcherski 
most warmly as he bade him good night. 

on the following morning as soon as Me- 
likotrf entered the presence of the czar the 
latter commanded him to sit down and write 
out bis resignation. The die had been cast 
and the prince’s advice accepted. Three 
months afterwards the emperor took the oc- 
,casion of summoning Metcherski to the 
 Anitchoff palace in order to again express 
his thanks to him, and throughout his reign 
the prince was in the habit of being com- 
manded from time to time to e . with 
the emperor at Gatschina and elsewhere 
much to the dismay of the ministers, who 
looked upon this inte much in the 
same way as ‘would the En 
ister if the late Queen Victoria or King Bad-

The “ Fantastic” at the time of its first 
playing was regarded as one of the most 
daring compositions human ingenuity and 
fearlessness had produced.

STATE TRACES WARRANTS. 


Wagon Load of Furniture as Exhibit 
in Pennsylvania Trial. 


Harrisburg, Pa.. Jan. 31.—More than 8.000, 
600 was paid to Contractor John H. Sander- 
son {or furnishings for the new state capitol 
before his bills began to be approved by the 
board of public grounds and buildings as re- 
quirca by law. This was brought out at the 
trial of Sanderson, former State Treasurer 
Mathues, former Auditor General Snyder, 
and James H. Shumaker, former superin- 
tendent of grounds and buildings, today. 


Bills Put in Evidence. 

These bills were put in evidenee by the 
commonwealth in spite of vigorous objec- 
tions by the defense for the purpose of show- 
ing the system which commonwealth 
alleges was pursued to defraud the state. 
The admission of these bills opens-the way 
for an offer for the introduction of certain 
other papers and numerous articles of fur- 
niture to which no reference is made in 
the indictment. 

The commonwealth brought down from 
the capitol and stored in the courthouse this 
afternoon a wagon load of furniture which 
it will offer in evidence when the trial is re- 
sumed at 10 o’clock on Mo-day. This fur- 
niture includes the bootblack stand for 
which Sanderson collected $1,619 from the 
state and paid the subcontractor $125; desks 
and chairs upon which Sanderson's greats 
were 300 and 400 per cent. 


Trace Course of Warrants. 

The commonwealth showed that the war- 
rants for the pay of Sande ‘es bills were 
turned over by the warrant clerk to Snyder, 
but that all other warrants were mailed 
direct by this clerk to the parties to whom 
they were issued. The defense brought out 
on cross examination that Snyder uireda 
written receipt from the contra before 
issuing him a warrant and that the warrant 
clerk had access to the safe in Snyder's office 
in which Sanderson’s bills were kept. 

The commonwealth expects to close its case 
next Tuesday. The defense is not yet ready 
to say how long it will require to present its 
case. :

Lemaitre has been at great pains to make 
clear that Rousseau’s espousal of an anti- 
social creed was an accident. He argues 
that Rousseau was provided above all things 
with an egotism. Owing to certain circum- 
stances, chiefly physical defects, along with 
this egotism went a good deal of suspicion 
and resentment. The mollifying effects of 
flattery and success might have been suffi- 
cient to keep these from becoming harmful, 
but the chance of a chance gave them a 
pessimistic 3 The chance was as 
follows: 

Rousseau used, in the summer of 1749, to 
spend many of his afternoons with Diderot 
in the castie and garden at Vincennes, where 
Diderot was imprisoned. One day Rousseau 
learned that the Academy of Dijon offered 
a prize for the following year to the writer 
of the best essay on the subject: “ Whether 
the progrese of science and art hag con- 
tributed to corrupt or purify morals.” Di- 
derot proposed that Rousseau should com- 
pete and asked him which side he would pre- 
fer to take. Rousseau inclined to the af- 
firmative side—to the argument that morales 
had been elevated by science and art. Dide- 
rot. inclined to give brisk exercise to the 
facile brain of the young aspirant, urged that 
this was the trite end commonplace side. 
He mentioned some arguments on the other 
side. All the latent resentment in Rous- 
seau' nature leaped, it seemed, to grasp the 
idea. He wrote his essay, not, it may be 
eurmised, without some viobence to his own 
feclings; but, carried along by the excite- 
ment of his revolt, he declared himself bril- 
Hantly, and thus stood espoused to 8 pro- 
gram. He could not recant without bss of 
credit, and be could not deny himself the 
privilege of being singular. He stood pil- 
joried as the critic of society; and his genius 
mMumined the perverse career upon which he 
then entered. 


Had he chosen the other side and proved 
that science and art were beneficial to 
morals, comments M. Lemaitre, or had 
he chosen a half way theme, he would stil) 
have obtained the prize, thanks to his ad- 
mirable style, but his life would probably 
have been shunted on to another track.“ And 
he goes on to say with some solemnity: “TI 
well know how futile are these deductions 
and hypotheses. But here a man of genius 
is at the bar, a man whose influence has 
been prodigious, a man of vacillating will, 
and a man of whom it can justly be said 
that his works reflected his private life and 
the incidents of that life, and are, nearly 
exclusively, ‘works sprung from circum- 
stances.’ And the importance of the conse- 
quences causes us real emotion when we Bee 
them spring from such insignificant causes, 
causes almost fortuitous, and when we see 
how all these things hang together and how 
fatal or providential they really are.” 2 

I am quite persuaded myself that an ag- 
gressive egotism is more frequentby the oc- 
casiom of success than any imperative mes- 
sage. Given enough egotism, a message of 
some sort will be found. There is a signal 
and interesting instance of it now before the 
public eye—a case in which the public career 
was determined upon and the message found 
by accident, as it it had been « coin in the 
street. 

Rousseau, it is evident, came upon his 
dicta by accident, and the éclat of his first 
revolutionary utterances so excited him that 
he would not relinquish the excellent amuse- 
ment he derived from disturbing the ecclesi- 
astics, amazing the bourgeoisie and bewll- 
dering the encyclopedists. 

To attack. philosophy, science, faith in 
progress, letters, even to regret the inven- 
tion of printing, and ultimately, the develop- 
ment of language, was to erouse that un- 
sophisticated world which preceded the revo- 
lution, to an unprecedented opportunity for 
debate. And the success of u all was the 
result, Lemaitre opines, “ of the accent and 
style of Rgusssau's writing.” There was 
the accent of the man of letters who had not 
succeeded, of the invalid who was only at 
ease in solitude, of the timid man who often 
suffered-in, fine company; the ‘accent of the 
“former wagrant, of the revolted plebian; in 
a word, of a man who takes to heart a oom- 
monplace, till then deemed inoffensive. Be- 
sides, one can say of nearly all he wrote— 
and this is wherein hie books appealed to 
human stupidity—thet, for the first time, a 
man of geniue treated seriously antiquated 


fancies or jokes. 


— 


„And then, there was the style. We do 
not find in it all the qualities which the 
style of Jean-Jacques was to possess 22 
on, but, in its intensity, it is beautiful; 
shows an oratorical swing and the phrase * 
strongly rhythmical; with its air of novel- 
ty, it was opposed to the quick, subtle 
sentences then in vogue. I must add that 
we already find there apostrophes, the abuse 
gf certain words such as virtue and nature, 
the emphasis and the false republican fran k- 
ness, which so unfortunately characterized, 
forty years later, the Jacobin and sanes- 
culottes eloquence. Jean-Jacques furnished 
the revolution with its vocabulary.” 

This may be well believed. Carlyle, de- 
scribing the first national assembly, apos- 
trophizes the Twelve Hundred human in-

Rousseau in their pockets, congregating in 
the name ot Twenty-five Millions, with full 
assurance of faith to make the constitu- 
tion.“ And there follows his comments on 
Cobwebs,” which are as edifying and ap- 
plicable today as when they were written, . 
Carlyle is no more inclined than Lemaitre 
to take lightly the events which set Jean- 
Jacques to raving. He speaks in his 
Herdes and Hero Worship” about Rous- 
geau's * Literature of Desperation.” “ His- 
torically,“ he says, it is a most pregnant 
spectacle, that of Rousseau. Banished into 


Paris garrets, in the gloomy company of his 


own Thoughts and Necessities there; driven 
from post to pillar; fretted, exasperated, till 
the heart of him went mad, he had grown to 
feel deeply that the world was not his friend, 
nor the world’s law. He could be cooped 


Into garrets, laughed at as a mama, left 


to starve as a wild beast in hie cage; but 
he could not be hindered from setting the 
world on fire. The French revolutionist 
found its Pvangelist in Rousseau. His senii- 
delirious speculations on the miseries of 
civilized life, the preferability of the savage 


to the civilized, and such like, helped well 


to produce a whole delirium in France gen- 
erally. True, you may well ask, whet would 
the world, the governors of the world, do 
with such a man? Difficult to say what the 
governors of the world could do with him! 
What he could do with them is unhappily 
clear enough—gulllotine a great many of 
them!“ 

Lemaitre, it is evident, holds him equally 
criminal, and the piercing realism with 
which he dissecta the character of Jean- 
Jacques has in it 4 distinctly personal em- 
‘phasis. It seems, indeed, to amount almost 
to a recantation of socia! faith. 

I ones adored romenticism,” says the 
academician, and I believed in the revo- 
lution. And now, greatly troubled, I re- 
fiect that the man who, not alone, assuredly, 
dut more than any other, I believe, was the 
cause of the revolution and romanticism, or, 
at least, prepared them, was a stranger, a 
Perpetual invalid, and, finally, a madman.” 

I am interested personally to see how 
Rousseau, the advocate of equaltty, the de- 
fender of free impulse, meets the question of 
feminine privilege 

“ Girls early should feel restraint,” he ob- 
served. Dependence is the natural state of 
‘women; girle feel that they were created for 
obedience. From this habitual restraint 
comes a docility which women will need all 
their lives, since they are always to be sub- 
ject either to a man or the judgments of men, 
and must never be allowed to put themselves 
above those judgments... ine au- 
thority should regulate the religion of women 
it ie not 80 necessary to explain to them 
the reasons for believing as to expose to 
them what is believed. . Their studies 
should always be practical. All their reflec- 
tions, not absorbed strictly by their studies, 
should tend to the study of man or of those 
agreeable which tend to 
the culture of taste.” 

How amazed would Jean Jacques be could 
he see the procession of petticoats at eight of 
any morning in the limits of our city loop.“ 
How infuriated would he be if he knew that 
a propagandist no less determined than him- 
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self, woman, uttering a message which she 


has contrived to invest with authority 
for many thousands, had succeeded in found- 
ing a cult with almost as many followers as 
his own—a cult which has made so deep an 
impression upon the thought of the present 
time that three departments of human learn- 
ing, the philosophic, the medical, and the 
ecclestastic, are absorbed in trying to effect 
some compromise by which they may save 
their credit without resigning their position 
of opposition! How injured would he feel 
could he see our universities, enter our 
jaboratories, listen in our class rooms, and 
witness the work in which women are en- 
gaged! 

He has no confidence in the honor of wom- 
en. He preémpted for man all the virtues 
save that of sexual fidelity. He believed 
women should depend upon men. He forgot 
for how many years women supported him. 
He urged them to-forget all else save their 
husbands and their children. It was only 
late in life that he permitted a woman to 
call him husband, though there was never a 
time when he was not dependent upog the 
generosity and domestic service of some 
woman; and as for chikdren, hig died un- 
known in the foundling asylum to which he 


consigned them!

Nashville railroad against Marcus K. Bitter- 
man and two other ticket scalpers of New 
Orleans to restrain them from selling the 
nontransferable tickets of the compla mant. 

On Dec. 2 Justice White affirmed the deol- 
sion and the decisions of Judge Kohlsaat 
were ordered to take effect. 

In a conference between the railroads and 
the brokers, the latter agreed not to appeal 
from the decision of Judge Kohlsaat er to 
force a separate suit against every brokerage 
firm provided the railroads would give them 
until Feb. 1 to dispese of their stocks of 
tickets. This offer was accepted.

Interior 
buyers appeared in. greater numbers, and, 
r g- some purchases were confined to pres- 
t reassortments, the selections of spring 
Goede made a gratifying total, and the whole- 
sale markets assumed a more encouraging 
tons as to the prospects in dry goods, wool- 
ens, clothing, and footwear, ‘ 

‘‘ Advices indicate seasonable headway 
in disposing of country stocks, these being 
now brought down comfortably, and road 
salesmen report less difficulty in booking 
orders for forward delivery. | 

Wider Circulation of Money. 

“Improved financial conditions are re- 
fiected in a wider circulation of currency 
throughout the agricultural sections, and 
this hag made mercantile collections easier, 
althou more than a normal number of 


tensions are frequently asked. Crop mar- 
ketings have reached extended totals in all 
the leading grains, but there is good absorp- 
tion of offerings, and dealings hold up well 
despite heavy receipts. 

“The banking position shows steady re-

Dun's Review of Trade. 


New York, Jan. 31.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

“ Seasonable weather and a further m- 
crease in the percentage of active machinery 
combined to improve the trade situation. 
Prices have declined, yet products are fair- 
ly well maintained. Mercantile collections 
are still irregular. 

More iron and steel plants have resumed 
and the outlook is brighter, even railway 
eqiupment attracting more attention. The 
situation indicates that the season of con- 
servatism has nearly exhausted stocks, and 
suggests’ that, when confidence is fully re 
stored, a vast tonnage of deferred business 
will be placed. 

‘Textile markets are still unsettled, cot- 
ton goods having to contend with erratic 
variations in the raw material in addition 
to other disturbing influences. In some di- 
rections there is more activity. Consum- 
mation of much business seems to be post- 
poned by the question of price. Jobbers’ 
salesmen on the road have accomplished lit- 
tle. Many bide are below cost, which pre- 
¥ents sales and increases the disposition to 
Stop machinery. Aside from a few bulk 
orders for men’s wear, the woolen goods mar- 
ket is still conservative, 

“Most buyers have left the Boston shoe 
market without placing customary contracts. 
Some producers of heavy goods will close 
shéps. Jobbers have secured concessions 
on some lower grades of footwear, but calf 
shoes and other expensive goode are main- 
tained by the strength of that class of 
leather. 

“Teather is dull and weak, except for 
heavy stock, which isscarce. Texas oak sole 
has declined 2 cents, and herness leather 1 
cent. Glazed kid ie purchased, liberally in 
Philadelphia for western account. Strength 
is most noticeable in packer branded de- 
scriptions suitable for sole leather. Some 
export is also helpful.” 


‘Bradstreet’s View of Trade. 

Bradstreet's tomorrow will say: 

“Trade and finantial developments have 
been of an irregular character, but, on 
the whole, in the direction of future im- 
provement at the larger centers. The sus- 
pensions of four New York banks was only 
negatively unfavorable, these being the aft- 
ermath of last autumn’s financial storm. 
Money shows increasing ease all over the 
world, and improvement in collections is in 
many cases the result of easing money. The 
week's fallure total is the smallest for a 
month past. 

“Dry goods distribution apparently is 
tending to increase because of recent cuts 
in prices. Lower prices for builders’ hard- 
ware are reported to have stimulated some 
‘Inquiry, and there is talk of possible cutting 
of lumber prices.
